Last Trace Of One-Time BIr Local 
Industry to be Removed. 



Within six months or a year 
the last vendee of an industry that 
was thought at one time would 
make Cloverport famous, will be 
removed. ^ 

The old brick tenement house 
and the brick blacksmith shop, 
iu^t east of the Henderson Bontfl 
shops, which were In use when the 
manufacturing of coal oil from 
cannel coal \ya« at its zenith here, 
<^ are to be razed to the ground, for 
the material that is in them, by J. 
A. Barry, agent of the Brecken- 
ridge Coal Co. , Limited, and 110 
trace will then remain of an in- 
dustry which was practically kill- 
ed by the discovery of petroleum 
and to develop which several thou- 
sand dollars were expended. 

J. Wesley Steele, one of 
Cloverport's oldest citizens, gave 9 
representative of the New- some 
interesting facts concerning this 
industry, during an interview. Mr, 
Steele was an employe of the com- 
panies which operated the cannel 
coalmines at Bennettsville, now 
Victoria, and the coal oil works, 
winch were located near the old 
tenement house, which WM in- 
habited by the employee. There 
were formerly several tenement 
houses, as well aa the buildings 
which composed the of] work-, 
bat these have been long since re- 
moved. 

A railroad t > the mines at Ben- 
nettsville was built about L 855 and 
the cannel coal brought here was 
shipped by steamboat to New 
Orleans and thence to England, 
where oil was manufactured from 
it. A few year- later a New 
York company built the oil works 
here and utilized the raff material,' 
selling the finished product at six- 
ty cents per gallon. The work- 
were burned just before the civil 
war. They were rebuilt but were 
burned again during the war. the 
oil in the retort- becoming too hot 
and starting the tire. After this 
they were not rebuilt and the in- 
dustry was no more. 

Mr. Steele says it is very pro- 
bable that very little money was 
made by the company that operat- 
ed the oil works. The railroad 
alone cost $400,000, -ay- Mr. 
Steele.

ed America a short time ago, and now 
in a recent issue Of Uie Outlook he 
sums up the changes which have taken 
place since his visit in ISM. What 
will appeal to most readers most 
strongly is what Mr. Bryce has to say 
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ago, to be, on Uie whole, higher than 
that of western Europe. Even lu the 
wealthiest class, where luxury weak- 
ens the sense of duty and lays men 
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worse if people cynically abstain from 
obtaining divorces where Uiere are 
grounds for obtaining thein. 

•That which most strikes Uie visitor 
to America today," he writes, "is in 
prodigious material development In- 
dustrial growth, swift Uiirty or forty 
years ago, advances more swiftly now. 
The rural districts are being studded 
with villages, Uie villages are growing 
Into cities, Uie cities are stretching out 
loug arms of suburbs, which follow the 
Hues of road and railway in every di- 
rection. 

"The Increase of wealth, even more 
remarkable Uian Uie Increase of pop- 
ulation, impresses a European more 
deeply now than ever before because 
the contrast with Europe Is greater. 
In America every class seems rich lu 
comparison witli the corresponding 
class In the old world. The huge for 
tunes. Uie fortunes of those whose In- 
come reaches or exceeds $1,000,000 a 
year, are of courwe far more numerous 
than lu any other country. 

"But the absence of paui>crlsm Is 
still DMCS remarkable. In lf>70 I care- 
fully examined the poor law ijrstsai Of 
two great eastern cities an.l toesd 
that, alUiough there were very few 
persons needing or receiving support 
at public expense, the huiuImt was ex- 
pected to grow steadily and (pjickly as 
the cities grew. Today I am told 

that in these cities pauperism, though 

of course absolutely larger. Increases 
more slowly than population. 

"Business Is king," Mr. Bryce ob- 
serves a little further along. And be 
continues. 

"With this extraordinary material 
development it is natural that, In the 
United States, business— that Is to say, 
industry, commerce and finance - 
should have more and more come to 
overshadow and dwarf all other Inter- 
ests, all other occupations. Every 
European who visited the country 
since Uie beginning of the last cen- 
tury seems to have been struck by 
this fact. It Is more striking now than 
it was thirty live years ago. But Uie 
contrast wtUi Europe is not greater now 
than it was then. Rather Is It less, for

Body of the Negro Who Escaped

The body of a negro found in the 
mud on the west bank of Clover creek 
was identified, by the teeth, last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, as that of John John- 
son, who escaped from Marshal Orfila 
DeHaven on March 10, while under 
arrest.

The body was found early 
Tuesday evening of last week, but no 
mention was made of it In last week's 
News, as the forms of that issue had 
already been made up before that time. 

Johnson was arrested about 7 o'clock 
on the night of March 10, by Marshal 
DeHaven, for "toting" a gun, and was 
taken to the city jail. While Marshal 
DeHaven was unlocking the front door 
of the jail, Johnson, who h«d been or- 
dered to move back a few feet, stepped 
up -o Marshal DeHaven and struck him 
* avy blow with his fist on the side of 
bnl face. Marshal DeHaven did not 
hive the full force of the blow, as it 
was a glancing one, but as it was it was 
powerful enough to bally stun him. 
Johnson broke and ran east on Railroad 
street, after he struck the blow, and was 
/ several yards away when Marshal De- 
Haven gave pursuit, emptying his re- 
volver at the fleeing negro as he ran. 
It was a very dark night and Marshal 
DeHaven lost sight of Johnson as he 
neared the Baptist church. He could 
not tell whether any of the shots he 
fired took effect, as there was no outcry 
from Johnson and no blood stains were 

(found on Railroad street nest morning. 
Irvin O'Brien, who was crossing the 
Henderson Route brdge over Clover 
creek, shortly after the shots were fired, 
heard some one struggling in the water 
and groaning as though in distress. It 
was too dark to see much below the 
bridge, but he secured a lantern as soon 
as he got across and examined the bank 
near where he had heard the struggles, 
and where the body was found. An ex- 
amination was made the next morning 
also. Fresh tracks leading to the 
water's edge were found on the west 
bank of the creek but none on the op- 
posite bank. This indicated, of course, 
|Bf thiyt some one had plunged into the 
:reek and a number of people believed 
mf hat Johnson had unintentionally run 
' uto the creek and was drowned. Many, 

aowever, ridiculed this theory, seeing 
no cause why Johnson should run into 
the creek, when Marshal DeHaven 
stopped chasing him several hundred 
feet from the stream. Naturally the 
news of the discovery of the body on 
the creek bank caused much surprise, 
as nothing more was ever heard of 
Johnson and the event had passed out 
of the public mind. 

The body of Johnson was found by 
George Megerley, son of Frank Meger- 
ley. It was almost completely covered 
by a thick sediment of mud andwasheld 
down by a log. The creek was highi 
when Johnson was drowned than when 
bis tody was discovered, which wa 
the bank several feet from the edge of 
the water. As it bad been under mud
